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THE Tauss for the LyvinG-in HoeyiTatL, 
Dublin, beg Leave once more to addreſs their very 
re ſpectable Tenantry, the Proprietors of Private Li- 
cenſ:d Sedan Chairs, The unremitting Attention, to 
render this Duty (granted in 1985) productive, is the 
moſt convincing Evidence of the Neceſſities of the 
Charity, and the Anxiety of its Guardians. 


Duties of this Nature, accruing from Perſons of the 
firſt Rank, cannot always be collected in the ordinary 
Modes. It is true, the expreſs Terms of the Statute 
are Penalties, Diſtreſs, Sale, &c. and the executive Civil 
Power of this City, the Police, are Joint Proprictore, 
and have a common Intereit ; but the Amount in Detail 
is ſo very trifling, the Truſtees for the Hoſpital, think 
it more adviſable to ſolicit their Tenantry into Com- 
pliance, than to have Recourſe to Law. 


Theſe Duties are actually mortgaged, and Intereſt 
tom ® corporate Body, ſhould and is moſt punQuailly 
attended to, How then can Arrears be admitted, 


when there is not any other Fund to ſupply an Ad- 
vance ? 


It is therefore earneſtly requeſted that Chair Pro- 
prietors will pleaſe to ſend the Duties to the Police- 


Glice, or pay the Receiver who is now in the Col- 
leon. 


The Methods propoſed to enforce Payment from 
the RefraRory, are the moſt coercive to « generous 
Mind a Senſc of Shame, and an Appeal to che Public, 
The Truſtees are determined at the 24th of June 
enſuing, to republiſh their preſent Liſt, and as it is 
their only Rental, to ſpecify the Arrear of every 
Right Honorable or Honorable Tenant at the 25th of 
March 1788; there will alſo be added, a Liſt of ſuch

Licenſes as may be vacated in the Interim, and of the 
Proprietors of Chairs who are not under Licenſe, 
In preſenting this Litt to each Proprietor, a Notice is 
ſerved, So inconliJerable an Amount cannot be an 
Iaconvenience ; it reſts ſolely on the Upper Claſs, who 
are beit able to bear it—to Ladies there is every In- 
dncement to Punctuality. The Fund is expended in 
procuring them, Amuſements; and the Profits are 
deſtined for the moſt neceflitous of their own Sex, 


Chair Proprietors may wiſh to be informed why the 
Fine on taking out a Licenſe has been ſo conſiderably 
advanced—lt was to prevent a pititul PraQtice of occa- 
ſionally vacating a Number, when in Arrear, and 
commencing with a new one; this Conduct ren» 
dered the Regiſtry falſe and uncertain. In à former 
Return in March 1786, the ſame identical Chair had 
four diſtin Numbers; and of the 471, that formed the 
Liit, 220 were unproductive. 


The preſ-nt Numbers are well able and it is hoped 
not unwilling to pay. Perhaps there is no Inſtance 
of ſo ſlender 3 Revenue ariſing from ſo uncommonly 
reſpeQable a Body. The Police receive 10 Shillinge, 
the Hoſpital 35 Shill ings, on each Chair. Seven Pro- 
portions in ine are private, two public Property; 2 
duty conſolidated might be better collected; ample 
Revenue is ſecured to the Police, by the additional 
Licenſe ; no other Claims could be ſimilar. The 
Donation would be inconſiderable in a national View. 


The Chair Proprietors are entitled to know how 
their Payments have hitherto been expended? what 
external Effect they have produced? and what real 
Advantages are likely to enſue ? 


Four diſtin Accounts have paſſed the Com- 
miſſioners of the Impreſts; their Accuracy is un- 
queſtionable, and their Report honorable.

This Repetition may not be unneceſfary, The Pub- 
lic with Reaſon ſeldom ſuppoſe the Expenditure of 
of Public Money attended with private Loſs. 


Thoſe, who recolle& the Termination of Sackville- 
ſlrect, half obſtruQted by a Shed for Chairmen, the 
1ujinous Wall and Entrance to the Rotunda, and the 
Deſormity of its Roof, muſt poſſeſs uncommon Pre- 
judices not to be ſenſible of ſome Change, 


It rendering Winter Reſidence agreeable, encou— 
raging ManufaQures, leſſening private Houſe Expen- 
ces, introducing Regularity in Hours, and effectually 
relicving the Diſtreſſed, are Matters of Indifference, 
this Public Money has indeed been much miſapplied. 


Tue moſt aſſiduous of the Committee for conduQ- 
ing the Buildings cannot be diſſatisfied, at being 
relieved from a troubleſorne and unprofitable Talk ; 
the Works though unfiniſhed are not unproductive. 


It is ridiculous to ſuppoſe in the Magnitude of 
National Expence ately incurred, the inconſidetable 
Amount neceſlary to complete and difincumber th s 
Work, could have been felt; this Hoſpital, this 
Channel! of well directed Benevolence, had then 
continued unreſtrained. 


The Truſtees have experienced what they juſtly 
conſidered, unmerited Neglect; they are not, they 
cannot be inſenſible to it. 


On the preſent Adminiſtration they have no 
Claims, but what an unreſerved Statement of FaQs, 
and the Feelings cf an honeſt Mind may dictate;

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for they are not entitled to folicit a Requeſt, where 
they could not confider Compliance as conterring 2 
perſonal Obligation, 


Unavoidable Neceſſity, and the Principle of common 
Honeſty, might have compelled Admiſſion into this 
Hoſpital to be replaced on its original Footing, and 
reſtricted to a Recommendation in Writing from the 
42 Aual Supporters of a Bed—theſe, (who are Reſidents) 
do not exceed 30 in Number—Th/irty Beds might there- 
fore have remained unoccupied, for two Years; for 
ſo long would it take to diſcharge the Incumbrances, 
by the Profits of the Public Rooms, unleſs eſpecially 
relieved or proteQted by the Patience and Humanity 
of the Claimants. Theſe Debts were not contracted 
in Extravagance but in protecting the Woiks, and in 
reicuing the Hoſpital from Contagion, 


If theſe Apartments ſhould hereafter be eſtimate] 
as a Public Advantage, and the Profit, an ample 
Support; it fhould be remembered, that to the 
Humanity of the preſent Speaker, Mr, Fos TER (when 
Chancellor of the Exchequer) they owe thei Exiſtence: 
and to the liberal Confidence of Meſſrs. La Tovcune, 
their Execution. 


Thoſe who have conducted the Buildings are now 
obliged to cloſe with the Public. Their Line and In- 
dependence in Life, rendered Diſappointments of no 
' Sgnificance to them, which might have been fatal 
to the honeſt Artificer, 


May their Conduct in this inconſiderable Inſtance, 
remain a laſting Warning to others, how abſurd, 
how ineffectual, and how dangerous it may be, to 
preſume to attempt to ſerve the Public, without de- 
riving pecuniary Advantage to the Individual.

Or zo keep or uſe any private Chair or Sedan 
without ſuch Licenſe as aforeſaid, under the Penalty 
of Twenty Pounds for every ſuch offence. 


25 Geo. III. Chap. 43. A. D. 1788. 

To collect and levy the Sum ot Thirty-five 
Shillings and Sixpence, Stetl. for every Sedan Chair 
which any Perſon ſhall keep in His or her Poſſeſſion, in 
the City of Dublin, or within one Mile thereo', Sec. 
with ſuch Powers and Authorities, and under ſuch 
Penalties, 8c, 

And be it further enacted, that the ſaid 
Governors and Guardians of the Lying-in Hoſpital

The Reception of Patients and their Accommo-— 
dation for fifteen Days, may be averaged at Ten 
Shil/:ngs each. The Apartments will now readily 
receive 1440 Perſens in the Year, and their Relief 
will be effected for £720 per Annum; the lower Claſs 
who generally apply can ſeldom give up more than 
en Days to their Confinement, that average Time 
would extend Aſſiſtance to upwards of Two Thouſand, 


The Formality of a Recommendation has of late 
been diſpenſcd with; certain Relief and an Aſylum 
were at all Hours open for the moſt deititute and 
abandoned; few Nights paſſed without the Reception 
of both.— The Moment of extreme Agony is not that 
calculated to in:orce Repentance, or by the Retulal 
of Aſſiſtance add to the Miſeries of Proſtitution.— 
However anxious the Truſtees may have been to alle- 
viate thg Horrors of that lowelt Claſs, the Wives of 
Tradeſmen, Artificers, Soldiers, Sailors, and Servants, 
can bear Teſtimony of a comtortable Reception, and 
of unremitting Care. 


In order to perpetuate this general and inliſcriminate 
Relief, (as it was not judged expedient to provide for 
this Eſtabliſhment, Ike the Marine, Hibernian or ſore 
other City Charitics) it was thought adviſable to make 
uch Additions to the Rotunda, as the Refinement of the 
Times, and the Ulage of particular Entertainments, 
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made neceſſary; the Produce of Which would create 4 
permanent Support. The Foundations were laid in 
Form by the late Duke of Rutland, 17th July 1784. 
His very munificent private Benefaction, noble as his 
Nature, and ample as his Benevolence, was more than 
ſufficient for Ornament or Decorations. It muſt ap- 
pear peculiarly unlucky, that in the national Liberality 
of the Seſſion of 1787, a Work, founded by that 
much revered Character in Perſon, bearing his Family 
Atchievements on its Front, (as in the Admiſſion 
Ticket for 1789) and remaining a decided Memorial 
of the Ara of his Government, fhould have been the 
ill-timed Victim to public Oeconomy. 


Fortunately for the Scheme, the ConduQors of this 
Work were more animated with Zeal than regulate 1 
by Prudence. A Debt certainly is contracted, but 
had the Amount of it been withheld, by a timid 
Condud, the Work would have been uncovered and 
injured by Weather; and the Sum which Parliament 
gave a Power to raiſe on the Chair Tax, and which 
was exp-nded thereon, would have been loſt, On 
this alſo has been laid out, a Donation from the Evc- 
cutors of Mr, Rogerſon of { 1090, and a Bequeſt with 
Intereſt from the late Mr. Pole, of 806; the Profits 
of which Applications muſt be infinitely more produc- 
tive to the Charity, than any Intereſt or other Difpo- 
lition whatever could be. 


The uncommon Influx of the Poor in the Spring of 
1787, to this Hoſpital, and the frequent Neceſſity o: 
two Patients occupying the lame Bed, vitiated the 
Air, and produced an alarming Indiſpoſition, that 
proved fatal to many—there was not a Moment to 
helitate—the moſt effectual Repair took place, and 
one-fourth additional Beds were added. This un— 
avoidable Expence claims to be diſcharged in the ſirtt 
Inſtance, for on it depended the abſolute Exiſtence o 
ne Foundation, 
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The Property and Labour of the honeſt and in- 
duſtrious Artificers ſhould not ſuffer for their Conf. 
d-ncez common Jritice requires their fair Demands 
ſhould be diſcharged, and a proportionable Part of the 
Profit of theſe Works, executed by their Means, ap- 
propriated to that Purpoſe. Yet it is not without the 
mol? ſenſible Regret that the Truſtees of this Charity 
are obl'ged to reſtrict that General Relief, which for 
tome Years it was their Object to accompliſh, 


The Public are competent to judge, if the Under- 
taking ſhould be completed; at this Moment the 
temporary Stairs, though ſecurely propt, are in à con- 
ſiderable Degree inconvenient and diſagreeable: the 
Accommodation for Waiting Servants, not adequate 
to a Twentieth Part of their Number: their intended 
Hall would have afforded ample Reception, and en- 
ſured Sobriety and Order; if therefore any Accidents 
ſhould take place, or Riots enſue, it is evident the 
Truſtees are not reſponſible; had they received Far- 
liamentary Sanction in the laſt Scfion, every Part had 
been now completed tor the Public, 


THE Corporation of the Hoſpital are in Poſſeſſion 
of a Proportion of Duty on Private Sedan Chairs, 
amounting to (440 per Annum. 


They did not at the Commencement of the Seſſion 
apply to Parliament for any ADDITIONAL IN cou, 
Granw or Tax; oranySum, GRANT, or PAYMENT 
or Money from the Public; but to ſurrender ſaid

WHEREAS 
ſeveral of our Lords, Clergy and Oentlemen of our 
Kingdom of Ireland, Benefactors of the Hoſpital in 
Ger ges- lane, Dublin, tor the Relief of poor Lying-:in 
Women, in Behalf of themſclves and the reſt of the 
Bene actors of the ſaid Hoſpital, by their Petition to 
our Right Truſty and Right entirely beloved Couſin 
and Counſellor Lienel Duke of Derſet, then our Licu- 
tenant General, and General Governor of our ſaid 
Kingdom, ſetting forth, that in many Parts of our ſaid 
Kingdom, but more eſp-cially in the City and Suburbs 
of the City of Dublin, there are always many poor 
and diſtreſſed Women great with Child, who, by the 
Sicknels, Death, Abſence, Negled, or extreme Po- 
verty of their Huſbands, wholly depend on their own 
daily Work, for even common Neceſſaries; and are 
in Lying-in, frequently bath themſelves and Infants 
loit, not only by the Difficulty of obtaining the Care 
and Attendance of ſome ſkilful Perſon, but even 
through the Want of ſuch Covering, Lodging, and 
Suſtenance, as are neceſſary for Women in that Con- 
dition; many Inſtances of which (if required) could 
be produced, more eſpecially in the Caſe of Wives 
and Widows of the Soldiers and Sailors of our Army 
an! Navy, 

I. And that already a conſiderable Sum had 
been colieted, and many Perſons of Quality and 
[2.\tiaftion, as well as others, had declared their 
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Intentions to contribute largely towards the Building 
and Supporting an Hoſpital for the Reception and 
Relief ot all poor and diſtreſſed Lying-in Women, as 
ſoon as We ſhould be graciouſly pleaſed to grant Let- 
ters Patent for erecting ſuch Holipital. That ſeveral 
Legacies had been bequeathed to the fame Purpoſe, 
to be paid by Executors, when ſuch Hoſpital ſhall be 
properly eſtabliſhed. That tuch Holpital, when efta- 
bliſhed will be a Means not only of preſerving the 
Lives, and relieving the Miſeries of numberleſs Lying- 
in Women, but alſo of preventing that moit unnatural 
(though too frequent) Practice of abandoning, or 
perhaps murdering, new-born Infants.

That by admitting and inſtruQing in 
ſuch Hoſpital, Women, who, after ſome Time ſpent 
there, being duly Qualified, may ſettle in ſuch Parts 
of our ſaid K 'ngdom, as moſt (land in need of ſuch 
Perſons, it will be a M-ans of preventing the unhappy 
Effects owing to the Ignorance of the Generality 0: 
Country Midwives, That by preſerving the Lives of 
fo many Infants, who, in all Probability muſt other- 
wiſe periſh, it will increaſe the Number of our Sub- 
3<Qs in our laid Kingdom. 


III. AND further ſetting forth, that the Peti- 
tioners were the more encouraged in their Appli- 
cation to our ſaid then Lieutenant General and 
General Governor of our ſaid Kingdom of Ireland, 
from the great Succeſs which had then already 
attended an Attempt towards an Hoſpital of this 
Kind, made by Doctor Bartb:l:mew Meſſe of the 
faid City of Dublin, Surgeon and Man-Midwife; 
who being Convinced of the great Uſefulneſs of 
the Undertaking, and encouraged thereto by the 
Subſcriptions of ſeveral well diſpoſed Perſons, had 
opened, ſome time ſince, for this Purpoſe, an Houle

oners did, by ſuch their Petition, apply to our ſaid 
then Lieutenant General and General Governor of 
ſaid Kingdom, to intercede with us for our Royal 
Charter to incorporate ſuch Perſons as we ſhould 
think fit, by the Name of the Govern:ys and Guar- 
dians of the Hoſpital for the Relief of Poor Lying-in 
Wehmen, in Dublin, with a Power of purchaſing Lands 
to the Value of One Thouſand Pounds per Annum, 
together with ſuch other Powers, and under ſuch 
Regulations as to Us ſhould ſeem proper. AND 
WHEREAS our ſaid Lieutenant General and Gene- 
ral Governor did, by his Order, bearing Date the 
Twelith Day of March, One Thouſand Seven Hun-

AND WE do hereby further Authorize 
and DireQ, that the Matter of the Hoſpital for the 
Time being, be always ſome experienced Practitioner 
in Midwitery, and that he ſhall have two Aſſiſtant 
Men Midwives, to be propoſed by him the ſaid Mal- 
ter, and to be approved of by the then fitting Com- 
mittee, And that all Students in Phyſic, Surgeons, 
or Apprentices to Surgeons, and all ſuch others, whe- 
ther Men or Women, as intend to practiſe Midwite- 
ry, and ſhall be approved of by the ſaid Maſter, ſhall 
and may have full Liberty to attend the ſaid Hoſpi- 
tal, and be inſtruted under the ſaid Matter and of 
two Aſſiſtants. | 


XVIII, AND that from and after the Death, Re- 
ſignation, or Removal for reaſonable Cauſe of the 
ſaſd Barthil:mew M:ſſe, whom we do hereby appoint 
firſt Maſter of the Hoſpital, and to continue in the

BYE-LAWS and ORDINANCES, for the more 
effectual Welfare of the Holpital for the Relief of 
poor Lying-in Women in Dublin, purſuant to the 
Powers granted by Charter, dated 2d December, 
in the 24th Year of the Reign of. his late Majeſty 
George the Second, and enlarged by an At of the 
25th of George the Third, | 


* HEREAS ſufficient Regulations have been pro- 
vided by ſeveral Clauſes in the Charter, for the gene- 
ral Government and Conduct of this Charity; 


RESsOLVED, That the preſent Arrangement ſhall 
only relate to particular and private Matters therein, 
to be comprehended under the following Heads: 


I. That as this Hoſpital ſubſiſts by the Bounty of 
the Public, and is extended, without Diſtinftion or 
Recommendation, to all Ranks and Claſſes, it is 2 
Duty eſſentially incumbent on the CenduQtors thereof, 
to eſtabliſh and maintain the moſt ſtrict Oeconemy in 
every Department. The following Regulation is 
therefore judged ample and ſufficient, and is hereby 
directed to continue as ſuch until altered in due Form; 
and proper Notices conformable thereto are hereby 
directed to be ſerved, by the Regilter, on the ſeveral 
Parties concerned. 
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II. That ſealed Propoſals be advertiſed for and 
received, for ſupplying the Hoſpital throughout the 
Year with the following Articles, viz. Butcher's 
Meat, Beer, Bread, Butter, Coals, Candles, Gro- 
ceries, Lamp-lighting, Milk, Repairs, and Waſhing ; 
and that Preference be given to the moſt reaſonable, 
That diſtin Paſs-books be kept for the ſeveral Trades 
People, wherein the ſeveral Articles wanting fhall be 
ſet down by the Houſe Officers; the Prices ſhall be 
inſerted by the ſeveral Dealers; and the Initials of 
the Perſon who may receive the ſame ſhall be added, 
as Vouchers for the Delivery. 


III. That no half-yearly Bill, exceeding (io, be 
diſcharged, unleſs an Affidavit be annexed thereto, 
or inſerted in the Paſs-book (if ene be kept) that the 
feveral Articles therein contained were honeſtly de- 
livered, were good in their Kinds, and the Charge 
reaſonable; And it is recommended that all Accounts 
be ſtated and diſcharged every ſix Months if poflible 
and likewiſe returned annually as directed to the 
Commiſſioners of Impreit Accounts, and that a For- 
feiture of ten Times the Value be annexed to every 
Breach of Contract, for ſuch Articles as may be agreed 
for by the Great, whether by Want of Weight, 
Goodneſs, or by any other Impoſition; the ſame to 
be aſcertained by the Inſpection of the Market Jury, 
or by Proof on Oath, and on the Inſpection ot any 
Magittrate of the City or County of Dublin. 


IV. That a Monthly printed Table, extracted 
from the ſeveral Paſs-beoks, Weekly Accounts, and 
Regiſtry of Patients, be furniſhed to the Board, ſpe- 
cifying therein the Number of Patients, and alſo the 
Number of Houſe Servants maintained during that 
Period, and ſtating the Quantities and Kinds of 
Butcher's Meat received, allo Weight of Bread, the 
Quantity of Milk, &c, Said Table, (with the ſe- 
veral Paſs-books referred to) to be produced at every 
Board to be held in the Holpital. 
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V. That in order to prevent Extortion from Pa- 
tients, and to render the Attendance of the Servants 
of this Charity ſerviceable and effeQual, their Wages 
be advanced as in the foregoing Table, and the fol- 
lowing Diet be allowed them, viz. a Pound of Meat, 
with Vegetables or Potatoes, four Ounces of Butter, 
a Pound of Bread, three Pints of Table Beer, daily; 
and on Faſt Days, ſuch Proportion of Fiſh or Cheeſe 
as the Mafter may direct, or ſuch future Regulations 
as may on further Inveltigation, at ſome ſubſequent 
Board, be thought neceſſary, 


VI. That 2 Tablet be ſet up in each Ward, re- 
quiring any Patient, who may have Cauſe of Com- 
plaint, to incloſe the ſame in Writing, within fourteen 
Days from yuitting the Hoſpital, to the Regiſter or 
any of the Governors; and if ſuch Charge be ſub- 
itantiated, the Servants offending ſhall be forthwith 
aiſmiſſed, and a Sum of one Quarter*s Salary be de- 
tained for the Charity, or the Perſon aggrieved. 


VII. That every Perſon, Officer or Servant, re- 
ſident in ſaid Hoſpital, (excepting the Maſter, Aſſiſt- 
ants, and Chaplain) ſhall take and ſubſcribe the Oath

that Purpoſe, in à Plan to be ſubmitted to the Board,

XII, Although we deem it highly advantageous 
to the Public, that Students in Midwiſery ſhould be 
zliowed to profit by the Experience to be derived frem 
Practice in Hoſpitals, yet as it is injurious to the

As we are, by our Charter, bound to give 
a Preference in Election tor Maſter to thole who have 
ſerved the Office of Aſſiſtant, it is therefore reſolved, 
that no Perſon ſhall be deemed eligible as Aſſiſtant, 
who ſhall not lay ſatisfaQory Proofs before a Board, 
that he has been regularly educated a Phyſician or 
Surgeon, or has taken a Degree in ſome Univerſity, 
and who has not alſo ſtudied Midwifery, under ſome 
reputable Teacher, 
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XIV. That at the Expiration of the Term of Re- 
ſidence of any Maſter, the Aſſiſtants to be continued, 
with the expreſs Approbation of the Board, but not 
otherwiſe ; the Privilege of the Maiter to recom- 

mend, being conſidered as terminating with his Re- 
ſidence. 


XV. That as ſix Months will be found ſufficient 
for the Iaſtruction of Female Pupils, four (it they 
offer) be received in each Year, two at a Time.
